Third Regiment Leaves at 10 P. M.— Most Success 
ful Encampment Ever Held. 



Remains to be brought Here. 



Sad and unexpected news arrived 
this morning In the form of a cable- 
gram from Manila, Philippine Is- 
lands, announcing the death there 
of Oeneral Thomas E. Moss, the well 
known Paducah attorney. 

The message was from Mrs. Marie 
Moss Wheat, Major Moss’ daughter, 
to her brother, Dr. Thomas E. Moss, 
who left the city only a few days 
ago for Manila. It simply stated, 
"Father Is dead." 

The message was delivered to rel- 
atives of the deceased. 

General Moss, or “Major" Moss, 
as he was probably oftener called, 
left Paducah in April for Manila for 
his health. He visited Hawaii and 
other places, and had so far as his 
friends here knew, been Improving 
in health since his departure from 
Paducah. 

He had been very weak and de- 
spondent, however, since the death 
of his wife, a year or two ago, and 
his decline was very rapid and very 
noticeable. Few of his Intimate 
friends when he left Paducah, ever 
expected to see him alive again. 

His last request before he left the 
city was made In a speech to his old 
comrades at a Confederate veteran 
meeting here, when he asked that 
when be died, hi* body be burled by 
his comrades here. It seemed .from 
this that he had a premonition of 
death, and bis friends tried to turn 
it as a joke and assured him that he 
would see many more happy years, 
but he did not appear to be very 
hopeful. 

Hon. Thomas K. Moss was born In 
Greensburg, Green county, Ky., on 
the 14th day of March, 1840. 

He was reared principally in 
Hickman county, received his pre- 
paratory education in Columbia col- 
lege. and completed It In a private 
school In Hickman county. 

Having decided on the profession 
of law, he In 1867 entered the of- 
fice of Bigger & Thompson, at Padu- 
cah, where he pursued his studies 
until the early part of 1859, when 
he entered the law department at 
the University at Louisville, from 
which he graduated the same year. 

He then located in Paducah for 
practice but soon after became a 
member of the Second Confederate 
regiment, C. S. A., and as a private 
took the Held service. Soon after, at 
Camp Boone, he was made sergeant 
major of the regiment, a position he 
filled until promoted to the office of 
adjutant, which promotion was 
granted in recognition of his gallan- 
try In the Battle at Fort Donaldson. 

In this battle he was made a pris- 
oner of war and held as such until 
the general exchange, six months 
later. 

At the Battle of Murphreesboro, 
while leading his command. Oeneral 
Moss was severely wounded and 
again made a prisoner, and after be- 
ing held for short periods In minor 
prisons, was conveyed to Fort Dela- 
ware; later while being transferred 
from Gits, to a place of greater secur- 
ity, he made a bold and darlngescape 
though at the time uuable to walk 
without the aid of his crutches. 

He afterwards rejoined his com- 
mand and at Hartsville. Tenn.. re- 
ceived the surrender of Col. Moore. 
At the close of the war he returned 
to Paducah to engage tn the practice 
of his profession, and to find that his 
choice library had. while In transit 
to the home of his mother, been 
lnten;epted at Cairo and disposed of 
as best suited the unsciipulous hands 
into which It had fallen. 

He first associated with J. M. Big- 
ger. and at once secured a handsome 
practice. 

He continued a member of the 
firm of Bigger and Moss, until 1873, 
when he withdrew to make the can- 
vass for the office of attorney gener- 
al of Kentucky to which be was 
elected in 1875, Oiling this position

He was married In Covington. 
Ky., February 28, 1871, to Miss 
Margaret, daughter of Jesse D. 
Bright. He leaves three children, 
Mrs. Marie Wheat Moss, Jesse B. 
Moss and Thomas E. Moss. Another 
daughter. Maggie 8., died In Infancy. 

As a lawyer Major Mobs ranked 
high. He was known as one of the 
best criminal as well as constitu- 
tional lawyers In Kentucky, and had 
a wide practice. He never aspired to 
public office, and seemed to disap- 
prove to a large extent of modern 
politics. He could have had a num- 
ber of offices at various times for the 
mere asking, but he did not want 
them. 

As a man he was frank, outspoken 
but loyal, and had a good heart. He 
had many friends over the district, 
and those who knew hint best loved 
him most. Those who did not know 
him might possibly have thought 
him cold and unresponsive, but be 
was not. There was not a more con- 
genial man anywhere. 

Major Moss leaves three children. 
Jesse B. Moss', who Is somewhere In 
Mississippi running on a railroad; 
Dr. Thomas Moss, who Is on his way 
to the Philippines to accept a gov- 
ernment post as surgeon In the con- 
stabulary, and Mrs. Marie Moss 
Wheat, of Manila, who has been with 
her father. He also leaves two sisters 
Mrs. Tom Poore, of Frankfort, Ky., 
and a maiden sister, address un- 
known here. 

Major Moss' last talk to Camp 
James Walbert, Confederate Veter- 
ans, on the eve of his departure for 
the Philippines, was very touching, 
and brought tears to the eyes of 
some of the veterans. He told them 
that he was going abroad for his 
health, and might never return. If 
he died, and no matter where he 
died, he wanted to be brought back 
to Paducah and burled by his old 
comrades, and he was assured by 
them that bis wish would be car- 
ried out. 

It Is accordingly presumed that 
the body will be brought here as 
soon as possible for burial beside 
the remulns of his wife. Camp James 
Walbert, Confederate Veterans, will 
hold a meeting and take appropriate 
action as soon as something definite 
Is learned about the arrival of the 
remains.. 

Major Moss has sent but one 
communication to Paducah veterans 
since his departure. It was a small 
mailing card to Mr. J. V. Grelf. The 
card was mailed in Japan where he 
hud gone after going to the Philip- 
pines. The writing was brief and 
read: 

"Cool sea, 30,000 houses, fresh 
water fish at your door. God Bless 
you. — M.” 

The card had a picture of the Mi- 
kado hotel, Kuvlo, Japan. Mr. Grelf 
treasures this card highly because 
he was the ouly veteran to which the 
deceased wrote, as far as cau be 
learned.

Searchers imm diately begin look 
ing for fragmen:* of the wrecked 
balloon. A half mile away they 
found pieces of silk cloth of which 
the balloon was made and ^splinters 
of the bask t-llke framework on 
which the uerouaut had been perched. 
Scattered about a twenty-acre field 
were found fragments of Baldwin's 
body. The distance at which the 
lemnmits of the cloth fell was so 
great that the crowd* had not seen 
tbe fragments full.. 

No one can tell bow the accident 
occurred. The aix sticks of dynamite 
which Baldwin carried with him ex- 
ploded simultaneously, as only one 
report was heard. It Is supposed 
that in igniting the fuae connected 
with the dynamite, he fired {he gas 
lu tbe balloon, aud that it exploded, 
causiug tbe dynamite to explod* also. 

Baldin'* business wa* aerial war.

Mr. A. H. McCarthy, a well-known 
locomotive engineer went to Cairo. 
III., last night equipped with a health 
certificate and affidavit from Padu- 
cah. He was arrested upon present- 
ing 11, and kept in a box car until th 
next train started for Paducah. The | 
health certificate was signed 
Health Officer Graves. Mr. McCar- 
thy was told that the only way he 
could gel Into Cairo was by telephon- 
ing or telegraphing there for a per- 
mit. 

"Well, I’m here, just give me the 
permit," sa d Mr. McCarthy, “and let 
m in. I did what I was informed 
was the proper thing." 

"No, you have to go back," he was 
told, and he did. 

He brought back a letter fiom Dr. 
Palmer, which Btated that no one 
h»d authority to announce that a*ny 
health certificates whatever from Pa 
ducah would be recognized In Cairo. 
It said that there was only one way 
to get Into Cairo, and that wai\ by 
obtaining a permit first. The letter 
says plainly that Faducah health cer- 
tificates would not be recognised 
theie. 

Cairo, if seems Is making the 
quarantine tighter The Bulletin of 
today says: 

Yesterday afternoon at a meeting 
of the city board of health, plane for 
drafting an ordinance, which will fix 
a penalty for any violations of the 
qtiarantln- law were made. 

The members of the board and the 
mayor expressed themselves In hear- 
ty accord with the manner in which 
Dr. George Thomas Palmer, acting 
secretary of the elate and hie health 
officers had been enforcing the quar- 
antine. 

Steps will be taken, It Is under- 
stood, (o regulate the quarantine lu 
some respects and arrange matters 
so that responsible persons may gain 
entrance to the city upon the identi- 
fication of Home representative busi- 
ness man of Cairo. The final action 
on this matter, however, will be de- 
cided later.
